Last spring Dr. Paz and fearless employees of his independent Ia Prensa challenged 
President Peron's dictatorial policies and openly criticised his acts. In a series of psuedo- 
legal moves, punctuated by bloody riots, Ia Prensa was closed. The incident represented 
perhaps the most serious threat to press freedom ever to arise in the Western Hemisphere. 


Dr. Paz, stripped of his title and properties, fled to Uruguay where he is continuing his 
battle to regain Ia Prensa.

DISCUSSED BY CLUB ROUNDTABIE) and their cooperation in the fight against Communism was the 
subject of an interesting Roundtable at the Clubrooms Sept.5. 
Speakers included Mrs. Edith Sampson, Negro lawyer from Chicago and a member of the U.S. Dele- 
gation to the UN; Richard Webb, head of the British Information Services’ Commonwealth Section; 
and Bredu Paho, Gold Coast youth leader. 

Stressing three points, Mrs. Sampson declared that "colored and white units in the common 
recognition of a threat to both of slave regimes seeking world domination.” Our unity, she 
said, "is strengthened by a realistic appraisal of the progress we have made to reduce dis- 
crimination and increase opportunities by using democratic rights." Enlightened people, both 
colored and white, she insisted, must work together on next steps for peace, freedom and well- 
being, "Of course we want equality and integration", she said, "but not on the Communist terms 
of equal treatment within a slave society." 

Mr. Webb explained the central. purpose of Britain's colonial policy is "to guide the colon- 
ial territories to responsible self-government within the Commonwealth in conditims that ine- 
the people both a fair standard of living and freedom from aggression from any quarter,” England, 
therefore, is assisting the colonies "to the utmost of her capacity and resources".
